The following is taken from the 
"Augustus" letters of the ,V« ir 
York Ohsvrrir: — 

More than forty years ago I tie 

came Interested in the New York 
Institution for Hie Inst met Ion of the 
Deaf and Dumb. The Principal, 

Dr. Harvey P, Peet, had been 
elected ;m elder in the Washington 
Heights Presbyterian Chinch, which 
was built at One hundred and fifty- 
fifth Street, during the first year of 
my pastorate ; and nearly all the 
teachers were members of the 

church. In the course of years, 
many of the succeeding teachers 

.and a large number of the older 

pupils also became members. Dr. 

Issac Lewis Peet, who succeeded 

his father as elder, and his beauti- 
ful .and accomplished wife, Mary 
Tolas Peet, were regular attendants. 
Sitting in the front pew, Dr. Peet 
interpreted to MS wife, who w.as a 

deaf mule, every sentence of the 
service and of the sermon. As the 
years passed, I naturally became 
fully acquainted with deaf mules 
and their mental habits. Iii 1867, 
1 w.as chosen to be a director in the 
Institution ; for eighteen years was 
the chairman of its executive com- 
mittee, then ,a vice-president ; and 
since the death of the late .indue 
rancher, I have been honored us 
the President, of this great educa- 
tional charity. The school was the 
earliest but one in this country for 
I he training of the deal, and it has 
used every known, method for their 

instruction and development in 

mental growth, and in intellectual 

and industrial culture. As many 

as five hundred .and titty pupils 
have been gathered here in a single 

year, its graduates number thou 
sands, and dtirhig Hie past year it 
has had four hundred and seventy 
seven pupils under its care. The 
eighty-fourth annual report, pub 

lished at the Institution, and pie 

seated to the Now York Legislature 

this year. Contains one hundred and 

fifty pages, and is Illustrated with 

more than forty elaborate photo 
gravnren of Hie buildings, grounds, 

class- rooms, portraits, military 
drills, and other exercises of the 
pupils. It, is proliaoly ;1 s elegant 

and oomprehenaive a publication as 
"/as ever presented to the State i>\ 

any of its institutions, .and was 
entirely designed and made by the 
pupils, under the direction (if the 

accomplished and successful Princi- 
pal id' the institution, Enoch Henry 
Currier, I'll D , and his able corps 

of teaohers and assistants. Anyone 

who desires to know what, is done in 
this great New York school for the 
education and training of the deaf, 

should send to Principal Currier 

fOi a copy of I he report which will 
be cheerfully furnished. 

During my connection with the 
Institution we have had to deal 
with many problems in Hie educa- 
tion of the deaf While there issimi- 
l.arily in the general condition of 
deaf-mutes, each individual presents 

a separate study, and some 

are of such , a peculiai and compli- 
cated character, as to require cue 
ful personal Investigation and ei 

peri men t, in order tO achieve even 

a moderate degree of success. Pay, 
lience, perseverance, kindness and 

faith have been rewarded in large 
measure ; and In general the pupils, 

after years of eaioful culture, have 
been .able to take their places in Ilio 

community asaelf supporting, Intel- 
ligent, self-respeettng and happy 
men .and women. A few of them 
have risen to eminence .as teacheis. 
Clergymen, publishers and artists, 
and none have brought disgrace 
upon Hie institution which rem 
them from the position of helpless 
dependence to that of independent 

and happy existence, Among the 

most difficult eases which have been 



under the care of t.ho institution 
are those to whom blindness has 
been superadded to deel-muMsm. 
In recent yean these unfortunates 

were sent to the Deaf and Dumb 
Institution, and they have iieen the 
Objects Of much study .and care. 
Special teachers have been provid- 
ed for these children, and every 
appliance known to science has 
been used the gain .access to iheii 
minds, to awaken dormant powers, 
and to lead them from darkness and 
silence into mental light, human 

companionship and joyous lirV. 
Every such effort has Ik-mi reward- 
ed with some degree of success, and 
while there has been DO such pheno- 
menal development as has been 
witnessed in the isolated case of 
Helen Keller, OUr blind deaf mutes 

have learned to read, to write, to 
converse with ordinary intelligence, 

and to do a variety of manual work 
with dexterity and neatness. There 
are at present. Hire© such pupils 
in Hie institution, one boy and .and 

two girls. An idea of their Intel 
ligenl observation and acquired 

knowledge may be gained from a 
letter of one of them, Kiltie Media, 
describing a visit to the Museum of 
Natural History in this city. The 
letter was written upon a typewriter 
by this pupil after her return from 
the visit, it is a remarkable ex 
ample of both observation and me- 
mory, and an extract will show how 
great the change has been in this 
child from a condition of utter igno- 
rance and inability to receive or 
Communicate ideas, tO her present 

state of receptivity .and communica- 
tion with her follow creatures. She 
thus describes her visit to the 
Museum of Natural History :

It is a mistake and 1 
want to correct it. There is only 
one person living now after Mr. 
Tamer died. She is my grand- 
mother. When Mr. Turner visited 
here, he always said that he and 
my grand mot her were the only ones 
living. My grandmother is Mrs. 
Robert, P. Rogers, nee Sarah W. C. 
Holmns. She is well and active 
and not very feeble. She is living 
with her son, William Holmes 
Rogers, who is my father. Sim is 
also the mother of David S. Rogers. 
of Olathe, Kansas. She had three 
daughters, but two of them died in 
1891 and the other in \H<y.i. They 
were married and had children. 
We have the reports of the Hart- 
ford School, published in 1843 and 
1844. In it we found out that my 
grandfather, Robert I'. Rogers and 
my grandmother, Sarah, entered in 
the school in 1 832, one year before 
Mr. Turner entered. My grand 
mother's memory is very gf>od, and 
she told us very often about her 
school-life and her friends in Hart 
ford. She was a great friend of 
Julia Brace (blind, deaf and dumb.) 
She often took tea with Mr. and 
Mr*. Thomas H. Gallaudet and 
played with their children. My 
grandfather, Robert, was born in 
Preeport, Maine, November 10, 
1818, and died May 7, 1900, at the 
age of 82 years. 

His sister, Miss Kllen P. Rog- 
ers, who entered the school in 
18IJ7, died June It, 1900, at the 
age of 78 years. Her leg was broken, 
and she sat in the chair all the 
time for three yeais. My grand 
mother was Iwrn in Charleston, S 
C, December 14, 1819. You see 
that she is older than Mr. Turner, 
and went to the Hartford School 
before Mr. Turner, and she is the 
only living person now. She is the 
last one of herclass, I believe. She 
is wonderful, so everybody said. 
She is able to do almost everything, 
and her health is very good. If 
you want to know more al>ont her, 
ask me and I will tell you. Prof 
Porter, who died last summer, was 
one of her teachers at Hartford, 
He tanght three generations, — first 
my grandmother, and then her son 
David, and her granddaughter, 
Mrs. Brooks, — both at Qallaudei 
College. Mis. Brooks is my only 
sister and the oldest daught 
Mr. William Rogers. She grad 
anted from Oallaudet College in 
]WJ, and taught here at the Cedar 
Springs School for the Deaf anil 
Blind for three years. She married 
Mr. George A. Brooks, of Austin, 
Texas, June 25th, 1 902. They are 
teaching at the Texas School for the 
Deaf now. She is one of the 
members of the committee for " The 
Samuel Porter Memorial." Will 
r>« glad if yon will write something 
like this in yonr paper tor we want, 
all the people to know that, Rev.
